In submitting the third annual report of the Nesmith 
Library, the trustees are able to speak of its unabated 
prosperity, and the manifest interest of the town in its ex- 
istence among them. Its history is yet comparatively 


brief, yet this already shows, not only the wisdom and lib-

erality of its founder, but an intelligent appreciation of its 
value by those for whose special benefit it was established.

The trustees would express their gratification with the 
manner in which the library has been kept. Its general

appearance, and the care evinced in the records to account 
for every book taken, as well as the punctuality in attend- 
ance, show that neither time nor labor has been spared 
on the part of the librarian to conform to the established 
rules of the library, and to carry out its benevolent de- 
signs. 
During the year the handsome present of twenty-two 
volumes to the library, has been made by Mr. George W. 
Armstrong of Boston. This expression of interest so 
highly honorable to the donor, is appreciated by the trust- 
ees, as it must be by the town, for which he has their 
sincere thanks. 

As the means of adding to the library, aside from occa- 
sional gifts, are now confined to the interest of the fund, 
it should be, as it is, the aim of the trustees tg expend the 
amount in the purchase of the choicest and most valuable 
works, thus adding slowly at least to its intrinsic value. 

When we consider the vast amount of useful knowledge 
to be gained by means of such a Jibrary, the Improvement 
of time that might otherwise be wasted, the relaxation 
from physical and mental toil, by the reading of useful and 
entertaining books at hand, the acquisition and cultiva- 
tion of a taste for good reading, the general diffusion of — 
intelligence and the improvement of mind and heart by. 
such means, as well as habits of industry, and a character 
formed for usefulness by the influence of a good library, 
in connection with those influences that emanate from the 
school and the church; we cannot too highly estimate the 
value of a public library, nor be too liberal in providing 
for its Increase, even above the annnal amount already 
provided. |

DISTRICT NUMBER ONK. 


Summer and Winter terms were taught by I. J. Hughes 
of Windham. At the commencement of the first term, your 
committee recommended less noise in the school room, and 
to speak louder at recitations. At the clos», improvement 
in these points was visible, which did credit to the teacher 
_ und scholars. At the commencement of the second term, 
the same recommendations were made, as at the first. Hum- 
ming or talking aloud in school time, is not a mark of good 
order, and ought not to be allowed by any teacher.  Al- 
though the teacher talked he should stop that, yet, at the 
close, it was not remedied. Yet some of the exercises were 
well performed, some very good readers, and fine specimens 
of penmanship. 


DISTRICT NUMBER TWO. 


This school was taught for the year (three terms) by Miss 
Lizzie P. Marden of Nashua, formerly of this town. She is 
an experienced teacher, aud the school made good progress, 
aud order was sustained throughout. 


DISTRICT NUMBER THREE.

of Derry. She has not had as much -experience as some of 
our other teachers, but she tried to do well, and took pains 
to teach the small ones many useful things, not in their les- . 
sons, but did not succeed in keeping quite as good order as 
we like to see in school. 

Miss Lottie H. Harris of Windham taught a short Win- 
ter term of 5 weeks. She labored hard and succeeded in 
quelling some of the noise, although they have been ac- . 
-customed to noise for so long a time in this school, that it 
will not be an easy task to bring it to such a state of quiet- 
ness and order as is desirable. 


DISTRICT NUMBER FOUR 


ee school was taught by Miss Mary P. Abbott of Cabot, 
Vt. She is a teacher of considerable experience, and sats 
general satisfaction. 


DISTRICT NUMBER FIVE. 


Miss Eva M. Reynolds of Windham was the teacher in © 
this school. She has hada good share of experience and 
gave good satisfaction, which was shown by so many being 
present at its close. Music and gymnastics were practiced. 


DISTRICT NUMBER SIX. 


Teacher for the year, Miss Mattie Scribner of Raymond. 
She has had large experience, and succeeded in her usual 
way. She makes reading a speciality—has the larger class- 
es write their spellings in small books, also practiced in 
gymnastics. Isa good teacher, especially for large schol- 
ars. . 


DISTRICT NUMBER SEVEN. 


In this district, they have only one term, which was 
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taught by Miss Marf L. Anderson of Windham, a young 
teacher and succeeded tolerably well, although one family was 
not well pleased and took their children out of school which 
left it very small at the close. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Fellow Citizens of Windham: The time has come when 
the law makes it my dity to present to you the annual re- 
port of ourschools. We have been very fortunate the year 
past, in obtaining teachers of so much experience, for our 
small schools. The order in most of them has been good ; 
and at their close many of the parents and friends have 
shown their regard by their presence, thus cheering the 
teacher and scholars in their arduous labors, and we should 
rejoice to see more imitate their example. A few instances 
_ have occurred where the parents have taken their children 
- out of school, because the teacher did not just suit them in 

all points, thus depriving them of those privileges which be- 

Jong to them, and which they havea right to demand at the 
: hands of their parents or guardians. It is believed that in 
_ some of these instances they have violated the laws of our 
: State, which require all children between the ages of 8 and 
14 years to attend some school at least 12 weeks each year. 
| We believe it is an injury to the school for parents to take 
4 their children out without a good and sufficient excuse, for 
it takes away their interest in the school; also an injury to 
the children by letting them have their own way, and en- 
couraging them in disobedience in school and showing them 
' that they do not respect the laws of our State, thus encour- 
aging them, the children, to violate the same when they are 
not such as suit their ideas. The object seems to be to pun- 

ish the /eacher, but the greater part of the punishment fallson 

themselves, and their children. I have made 35 visits in all to 
‘the different schools, only once by request to visit the schools

on account of any trouble, in which case, the parents did 
not wish their children kept after school to get their lessons, 
and wished to know if there was any law that gave teachers 


that right. The reply was, there is no law in the statutes 


of New Hampshire that forbid it: but teachers have a right 
to use their own judgment, what kind of punishment should 
be applied, provided they do not abuse the child ; hence the 
necessity of committees employing teachers of good judgment, 
patience and perseverance. The opinion of your committee 
is, that the teacher, for the time being, has the same right 
of governing, that the parent has. Parents have no right 
to ubuse their children, by using any punishments that 
would tend to injure their health, their bones, or their sens- 
es. The teacher would be subject to the same penalty, and 
-no other. - Some persons undertake to teach who have not 
the faculty, or ability to govern. Such, are not fit for teach- 
ers, no matter how much learning they may have, and had 


better seek other employments, for the school room is not — 


the proper piace for them. This is the 4th year in succes- 
sion that I have been called to make out your report; I 
have endeavored to do it faithfully, honestly and impartial- 
ly, suggesting improvements, either in scholars, teachers or 
parents, where, in the opinion of your committee they were 
needed, and praise or credit where it was deserved, believ- 
ing still, as in years past, that the co-operation of the pa- 


reuts with the teacher is absolutely necessary in order to — 


have a good school.
